ROME, ■ May 4 (AP). — North 
Vietnam will attend Wednes- 
day’s session of the Paris peace 
talks despite the new U.S. mil- 
itary moves in Southeast Asia 
Hanoi’s chief negotiator said 
here tonight. But he said that 
whether talks will be held 
beyond that, “depends on the 
American attitude.” 

The North Vietnamese offi- 
cial, Kuan Thuy. warned that 
Hanoi would be “obliged to 
revise our attitude toward the 
talks” if the United States con- 


tinued what he called its policy 
of "extending the war.” 

He made the remarks in 
answer to questions at a news 
conference in Rome.

WASHINGTON, May 4 
(NYT) —President Nixon’s deci- 
sion to invade Cambodia— and 
particularly the manner in 
which it was done— have trans- 
formed and troubled the spirit 
of this capital. Coming' on top 
of Moscow's- direct intervention 
into the air war in the Middle 
Var t and Peking’s increasingly 
aggressive policy in Southeast 
Ada tiie Cambodian adventure 
is Clearly regarded here as the 
most serious domestic and for- 
eign policy crisis of the Nixon 
administration. 

There was ansiet. here a few 
weeks ago about the war and 
how it was dividing the nation, 
but now there is a bitter and 


ugly spirit, not only because 
honest men divide on the likely 
consequences of the invasion, 
but because powerful men in the 
Congress and even within the 
President's own official family 
feel that the Cambodian deci- 
sion was reached with undue 
haste and carried out by decep- 
tion. 

The reason tor this feeling is 
fairly clear. The first news of 
the big military operation on 
which United States advisers 
accompanied South Vietnamese 
farces into Cambodia, with 
American air and logistical sup- 
port, came to Washington not 
from officials of the Nixon ad- 
ministration but in an an- 
nouncement from the' South 


Vietnamese Defense Ministry m 
Saigon. 

This was then confirmed, not 
by the President or the secre- 
tary of state, but by an assis- 
tant secretary of defense and 
then by a press spokesman at 
the White House. 

Accordingly, since everybody 
seems to have been surprised 
by the sudden lurch into Cam- 
bodia except the enemy, the 
main question here is not what 
is happening in Indochina but 
what is happening at the White 
House. 

There is obviously a change. 
A few months ago, the Presi- 
dent was talking about unity at 
home, consultation and coopera- 
tion with the Congress, and 


compromise with the Commu- 
nists on military arms control, 
the Middle East and other crit- 
ical questions. 

But lately he has been chal- 
lenging the authority of tile 
Senate on his Supreme Court 
appointments, scalding the col- 
leg.’ radicals as "bums,” attack- 
ing such loyal and amiable 
Republicans as Sen. George D. 
Aiken of Vermont, announcing 
ten days ago that peace was In 
sight in Vietnam and then 
bombing North Vietnam and 
invading Cambodia without 
prior consultation with the Con- 
gress or even an invitation from 
the Cambodian government. 

The Capitol is angry about all 
this on the surface, but under- 


neath, it is puzzled and troubled. 
It cannot understand or explain 
the events of the last ten days. 
It was told, a little over a week 
ago, that peace was in sight at 
last, that the South Vietnamese 
were getting military control of 
their country and, while there 
were some dangers in Laos and 
Cambodia, the President felt 
confident enough to withdraw 
150,000 more Americas troops 
from Vietnam to the next 12 
months. 

Then, within a week, every- 
thing was changed. Secretary 
of State William p. Rogers, who 
was regarded as the most candid 
and objective member of the 
Cabinet, listened to the warn-

The statement said President 
Nixon’s decision to dispatch Amer- 
ican troops into Cambodia and 
US. air raids against southern 
provinces of North Vietnam are 
"a grave step to expand the UJS. 
war of aggression to the whole of 
Indochina.” 

It urged the peoples of Vietnam, 
Cambodia and Laos "to overcome 
difficulties and persevere in a 
protracted war against UJS. im- 
perialism." It cited Mao Tse- 
tung’s quotation calling the Unit- 
ed States “a paper tiger." 

It claimed the United States 
plotted" the March 18 coup in 
which the Cambodian head of 
state, Prince Norodom Sihanouk, 
was overthrown by Premier Lon 
Nol and Deputy Premier Slrik 
Matak. 

The statement said China will 
resolutely support a decision at 
the recent Indochinese Communist 
summit conference pledging mutual 
assistance among Indochinese 
Communists to defeat the United 
States.

The commanders 
were. not' required to get specific 
Washington approval for "air sup- 
pression" missions against offend- 
ing anti-aircraft installations. 

The Pentagon said that during 
this period 60 missions have been 
carried out, counting the most re- 
cent ones. 

Pentagon spokesmen said that 
nine jets and one helicopter had 
been knocked down over North 
Vietnam since November, 1968, 
prior to last weekend's raids, in 
which they said- one additional 
plane was downed. They also as- 
serted that so American aircraft 
had been destroyed in the three 
months Immediately preceding the 
recent air strikes. 

But officials stressed that North 
Vietnam bad been increasing Its 
buildup of anti-aircraft sites in 
recent months. 

Mr. Henldn insisted that in his 
view the weekend's raids represent- 
ed “no change in policy.”

Tactical planners ap- 
parently had hoped for six more 
weeks of cloudless skies, but two 
inches of rain fell on the red 
day floor of Northern War 
Zone C yesterday, creating a 
sea of mud. " 

. .Advice Is Queried 
With new border crossings 
reportedly ready, to go, logistics 
officers are aghast. “The people

WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP).— The Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem reported last night that a poll based on telephone interviews 
with 1,032 persons indicated a margin of support of nearly 2 to 1 
for President Nixon’s action in sending U.S. troops into Cambodia. 

It showed 59 percent approving the decision. 32 percent opposing 
and others undecided. The results were reported in a television pro- 
gram last night. 

The poll was taken Friday and Saturday after Mr. Nixon’s 
Thursday night report but before news of the bombing of North 
Vietnam. Other highlights: 

• 51 percent believed the move into Cambodia would prolong 
the war. 41 percent thought it would shorten the conflict. 

• 42 percent expected the new action to slow the withdrawal 
of troops from Vietnam, 18 percent expected it to accelerate this 
movement and 28 percent thought it would have no effect. 

• 54 percent feel U.S. troops will not be able to leave Cam- 
bodia for a year or more. 22 percent think withdrawal will be 
possible in a few months and 9 percent think the Americans can 
leave in a few weeks.

The large-scale air attack on North Viet- 
nam by American fighter-bombers this week- 
end did more than shatter the bombing halt 
ordered by President Johnson 18 months 
ago. Coming just two days after the assign- 
ment of American troops to combat duty in 
Cambodia, the raid made it plain that the 
Pentagon Is finding a receptive ear at the 
White Bouse for Its long campaign to strike 
at the enemy wherever its bases and supply 
lines may be. 

This Is a “domino" theory in reverse. in- 
volving limitless risk and no discernible hope 
of success — a- course rejected as too un- 
promising even at the height of the John- 
son military expansion. 

Unquestionably, the Nixon administration 
Is encouraged by the conviction that the 
Soviet Union and Communist China are so 
busy with their mutual animosities that they 
will refrain from stepped-up action in sup- 
port of Hanoi and the other Communist 
elements in Indochina. 

Yet the history of all past escalation in 
this area has been that It stiffens the Com- 
munist will to resist, pushes up the death 
toll, brings no serious move toward the peace 
table and drives both Moscow and Peking 
Into more vituperative anti-American posi- 
tions. 

This Is a two-way process of g ambling 
with human destiny. Much of the inspiration 
for the President's stance in Cambodia ob- 
viously derived from concern that Moscow's 
Increasing aggressiveness in the Mideast 
stemmed from a belief that the United States 
was a paper tiger. 

What makes the current escalation doubly 
dismaying is its panicky pace. On April 20, 
from the relaxed setting of his ocean-front 
refuge at San Clemente. President Nixon 


gave the nation a reassuring report on the 
progress of Vietnamlzation and pacifica- 
tion. He was able to "say with confidence” 
that both processes were succeeding so well 
that another 150.000 American troops could 
be brought home. 

Ten days later a much grimmer Presi- 
dent was on television with a warning that 
the United States was in danger of battle- 
field humiliation that could topple it into 
the status of a second-rate power. Since 
then the- area and extent of United States 
involvement have broadened so rapidly that 
even the defenders of the administration’s 
course have been left tongue-tied. 

* * * 

The first embarrassment was the disclosure 
that the government Washington seeks to 
prop up in Cambodia was among the last 
to learn that American forces were en route 
to mop up Communist sanctuaries there. 
Comparable was the plight of such ad- 
ministration stalwarts as- Senate Minority 
Leader Hugh Scott cut adrift with White 
House-inspired statements that renewed 
bombing of the North was a remote con- 
tingency at the very time a hundred Amer- 
ican planes were dropping bombs across the 
Demilitarized Zone. 

The defeat in the Texas Democratic pri- 
mary of Sen. Ralph Yarborough, a Vietnam 
dove, will no doubt be taken by many around 
the President as evidence of popular ap- 
proval of 1 his new tough line. Nixon, by 
characterizing far-out elements among his 
campus critics as “bums,” already has 
provided additional fodder for fear that 
much of his sudden militancy in Vietnam 
stems from a desire to divert attention from 
inflation, unemployment and other dif- 
ficulties as the congressional election moves 
into high gear.

The Legal Basis of Military Aid 


The controversy over whether the Presi- 
dent has authority to give arms aid to 
Cambodia is not primarily a constitutional 
question, as Sen. Fulbrigbt seemed to in- 
timate In’ explaining the opposition of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee. It is 
necessary to remember that Congress in 1961 
gave the President broad powers “to furnish 
military assistance on such terms and' con- 
ditions as he may determine, to any friendly 
country or international organization, the 
assisting of which the President finds will 
strengthen the security of the United States, 
and promote world peace . . . “Defense sup- 
plies may he given by means of loans or 
grants or members of the armed forces may 
be assigned under this act as advisers or 
training personnel/* 

There are numerous limitations upon this 
authority, however, and or course one *of ■ 
them Is money. The President cannot spend 
funds that have not been appropriated, and 
Congress may attach specific restrictions to 
any spending bUL Officials sAy that no 
“un programmed” funds are now available, 
but this Is not necessarily a barrier to giving 
some arms aid to Cambodia, since the law ■ 
permits the transfer of funds from one 
country to another and Indeed from eco- 
nomic aid to military aid. 


The situation Is further complicated by 
the fact that the law authorizes the Presi- 
dent to use up to $250 million without regard 
to the limitations laid down In the act If 
he should determine “that such authoriza- 
tion is Important to the security of the 
United States.” No doubt that would be a 
difficult finding to make in the case of aid 
to Cambodia, but the law. has avenues and 
escape hatches which any administration 
can probably use on a -limited scale whenever 
It thinks that arms for a country threatened 
by Communists are In the national interest. 

It Is also, clear, however, that such a policy 
;could not. go very far without the approval 
of Congress. New appropriations would have 
to be made; indeed, the request for funds 
under the Military Assistance Act now before 
Congress would have to be modified. A 
special' law freed the Pentagon from the 
requirements of the Military Assistance Act 
In giving arms aid to South Vietnam. Laos 
and Thailand, but it does not apply to Cam- 
bodia. As a practical matter, therefore, the 
President would be taking an enormous risk 
to embark upon a program of aid to the 
precarious new government of Cambodia 
without the full knowledge and approval of 
Congress.

MOSCOW, May 4 (UPD. — 
Paulina Zhemchuzhina Molotov, 
76, whose death was reported yes- 
terday, will be burled Wednesday 
at the Novodyevichi Cemetery, 
family sources said. She died Fri- 
day of cancer, the sources said. 

She was the wife of former 
Soviet Premier Vyacheslav Molotov. 
She Joined the Bolshevik party 
before the 1917 revolution and sub- 
sequently held top government 
posts herself, In politics she used 
her maiden name. As Comrade 
Zhemchuzhina she was a member 
of the Soviet Central Committee, 
head of the Soviet cosmetic trust, 
and later, minister of fisheries. 

She was dismissed from all her 
posts in 1940 -by Stalin, who ap- 
parently disliked her intensely. 
Stalin, had her arrested in 1949 
and she spent four years In a, at 
wopgTrh<rtsn exile although her 
husband remained second in power 
only to Stalin. 

One source of Stalin’s dislike 

was the fact that zhemchuzhina 
was an Intimate friend of his wife, 
Nadezhda Alliluyeva, who commit- 
ted suicide in 1932. Stalin ascribed 
the suicide to the influence of

Anotber reason for Stalin's dis- 
like of zhwnn-hngWna was believed 
to be her Jewish origin. She was 
arrested at the height of his so- 
called anti-cosmopolitan fanti- 
Jewish) campaign, after she had 
a private talk with Gold a Meir, 
the first Israeli envoy to Moscow 
and now premier of Israel. 

Stalin apparently suspected Mrs.

Evgenia Niarchos 
Dies at 44; Third 
Wife of Stavros 

ATHENS, May 4 (API,— Mrs. Ev- 
genla Niarchos, 44, the third wife 
of Greek shipping magnate Stavros 
Niarchos, died before dawn today. 
Authorities submitted her body to 
autopsy tonight. 

The body was taken to the 
Athens morgue from Spetsopoula, 
her husband's island In the Aegean, 
where she died. 

Early reports said she had died 
from a heart attack. Under Greek 
law, an autopsy is mandatory In 
a case of sudden death, the causes 
of which are unknown. 

Mrs. Niarchos was the daughter 
of Stavros Livanos, another ship- 
ping tycoon, and sister of Tina, 
the first wife of Aristotle Onassis. 
who. after' divorcing her. married 


the Marx -Lenin 
Moscow. 

The Associated Press 
noted: 

A slim handsome woman with 
a clear olive skin. Mrs. Molotov 
iiad worked in a tobacco plant in 
her youth and propagandised 
soldiers in the years of the Rus- 
sian revolution. She married her 
husband in 1920. 

Moscow's prewar foreign com- 
munity remembered her as a 
charming and lavish, hostess, a 
lover of french literature and 
something of a clothes horse. Her 
name stems from the word "zhem- 
chug,” meaning pearl. 

In 1932, two years after Stalin 
made Mr. Molotov premier of the 
Soviet Union, she became head of 
the Soviet cosmetic trust. She 
once bragged: “My husband works 
on people's souls, I on their faces." 

In the interest of cosmetics, she 
visited the United States in 1936 
and lunched with Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt. 

The following year she was ap- 
pointed people's commissar of the 
fish industry, but did not enjoy 
success. In 1939 she withdrew from 
public life. 

Mr. Molotov is reported to have 
taken her failure personally. “The 
fault, comrades, is one that I must 
share myself.” he said. To this 
Stalin allegedly replied with sar- 
casm: "That's beside the point. 
The crux of the matter is that 
too many fish are swimming in 
the sea when they ought to be 
on citizens' tables."

Law Revision 
Sought in U.S. 

Proposal Would Ease 
Entry Restrictions 

WASHINGTON. May 4 CAP).— 
Pressure Is mounting in Congress 
for a sweeping overhaul of a five- 
year-old law Intended to open a 
new era In TT.5. immigration policy. 

Strong protest against the law 
by such traditional friends of the 
United States as Italy, Canada, 
Mexico and Ireland: complaints 
about excessive bureaucracy, and 
clear signs that the law is not 
working have produced a Hood of 
proposed legislative remedies. 

The latest proposal, offered by a 
key member of the House immigra- 
tion subcommittee, aims to lift 
restrictions on immigration from 
Canada and Mexico. 

The bill by Rep. Peter W. Ro- 
dino. D., N J„ also would make 
it easier for refugees from Com- 
munist nations to seek asylum in 
the United States and would revise 
the preference system for admitting 
immigrants. 

'Stop Procrastinating* 

“The time is come," Mr. Rodino 
said, “to stop procrastinating and 
recognise that our current immigra- 
tion policy Is alienating our friends 
and neighbors and creating chaos 
in the West era Hemisphere." 

MT. Rodino's remark was strongly 
reminiscent of those heard five 
years ago when Congress was con- 
sidering its first major change in 
Immigration policy in 41 years. 
Those remarks were heeded and 
Congress passed a new immigration 
law in October, 1965. 

The 2965 act eliminated the 
quota system established in 1924. 
based on the national origins of 
the American people and designed 
to preserve the ethnic balance of 
the nation as it existed in 1890. 
Thus. England. Germany. France. 
Ireland and the Sea udinavian coun- 
tries got most of the quota num- 
bers. 

For the first time, the 1965 act 
also placed a celling on immigra- 
tion from the Western Hemisphere, 
a provision put in by Congress over 
the vigorous opposition of the State 
Department. -

Dining Out in Stockholm 


Going in Search of the True Baltic Flavor 
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By Jan Sj6by 

S tockholm,— T he staple 
foods of -the Swedes in the 
early 1970$ appear to be things 
turn piggy and pastrami, por- 
terhouse steak, paprika schnit- 
zel and piccata mJQanese. 

The old Swedish restaurants 
in Stockholm— places in tum- 
or - the - century brown-and- 
mauve with solid wooden tables, 
featuring meatballs with cream 
sauce and ltegaoberry sauce 
and quarter-inch beef with 
onions — have been turned Into 
imitation English pubs with 
electronic ovens far the kidney 
pie, or Italian trattorias whoa 
the meatballs carry the flavor 
and . fragrance of oregano and 
tarragon. 

There is an exception, and an 
Important one: Zum Pranzls- 
kaner, 44 Skcppsfcron, on the 
Baltic-side waterfront of the 
Old Town. 

Standard Fare 

Despite its German-sounding 
name— German was a leading 
language when the house was 
founded near an old Franciscan 
monastery— the “Zum" la about 
as Swedish a place as can be 
found in present-day Sweden. 

Standard Items on the prix- * 
fixe menu (about $L50 includ- 
ing hors d’oenvro) are manor- 


house steak with cream sauce 
(the Swedish answer to chicken 
every Sunday,) boiled cod with 
mustard sauce, hash & la Bell- 
man, salted salmon with cream- 
ed potatoes and dill weed, and' 
■ butter-boiled herring with egg- 
artd-dlll sauce.. 

That Is what Is called Ttiu- 
manskoft which In Swedish, 
means literally "houseman's 
food." It has been impossible to 
determine exactly what a 
"houseman” does for a living 
but, fatsmanskost is delirious. 

The piece de resistance, 
though, at Zum Hranztekaner, 
is etrGmmtng in all forms. Or 
almost all. forms, Strflmming Is 
Baltic herring, a dwarfed sub- - 
species of the common hearing, 
Ctapea harengua. It looks dif- 
ferent, it tastes different, and 
it’s prepared in a different way, 
although marine biologists 
m a in t a in that the Baltic her- 
ring is just another herring. 

Baltic herring has bees a 
staple food for the tribes around 
the Baltic for longer than any- 
one can remember. It can be 
fried, boiled, grilled, salted,' 
pickled, cured, marinated or 
fermented. 

The chefs at the "Zina" 
know all the tricks. The most 
popular variety Is stekt str6m~ 
ming — Haiti c herring fried in 


butter" and served with dm-" 
flavored boiled potatoes. It is 
on the menu every day, from 
nine In the warning to nine In 
the evening. 

*CJumney Sweeps’ 

A dinner-time steady is so- 
toro— literally “bWmney sweeps" 
— heavily-salted Baltic herring, 
grilled over an open fire. . The 
“Zran'* will serve sotare. for 
lunch too if you call an hour 
or two in advance but the head' 
waiter will tell you that It 
Is hot normally done. 

Bengt GrahstrSm, the pro- - 
prietor, who took over , the pla ne 
In 1960 from his father, who 
acquired it in 1928, twft.iwtn.iTm 
that, there is. only one kind ' 
of Jttrdmmtng that wont be 
served in his establishment.

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Fed Rejects 
U.S. Measure 
Of Accounts 

Balance-of-Payments 
Data Seen Misleading 
Bv H. Erich Heinemann 

WASHINGTON. May 4 fNYT). — 
The Federal Reserve has bluntly 
repudiated the official government 
measurement of the nation's In- 
ternational balance of payments. 

'Neither of the two conventional 
measures of the overall balance of 
payments,” the Federal Reserve 
said In the April issue or its month- 
ly bulletin, "serves to convey the 
changes in the underlying Interna- 
tional situation of the United 
States from 1968 to 1969.’’ 

"The liquidity deficit (of $7.1 
billion in 1969. against a $200 mil- 
lion surplus in 19681 the Fed 
stated, "greatly exaggerates the ex- 
tent of the worsening." 

“On the other hand." It said, 
“the large surplus In the official 
settlement balance in 1969 ($2.7 
billion, up from SL6 billion the 
year before - * cannot be taken as a 
sign of fundamental improvement, 
since a major element was a huge 
Inflow of foreign private liquid 
funds that Is essentially interest- 
sensitive and may be easily reversed 
whenever interest rates move rel- 
atively lower in the United States. 

The liquidity balance measures 
changes in the short-term U.S. 
liabilities to foreigners, while the 
official settlements balance es- 
sentially measures changes in the 
dollar holdings of foreign central 
banks and other official institu- 
tions. 

The Fed did not address itself 
directly to the complex issue of 
how best to measure the balance 
of payments, but it presented data 
on a measure that it called the 
“adjusted overall balance." which, 
in context, it clearly preferred to 
either of the two measures now 
being published by the Commerce 
Denar tment. 

Under the adjusted overall bal- 
ance concept, the Dation had a 
deficit of S6.4 billion in i969. a 
worsening of S4.4 billion from the 
$2 billion deficit recorded in 1968. 

The adjusted overall balance ex- 
cludes from consideration changes 
in liabilities to foreign banks 
• which, by definition, include for- 
eign branches of U.8. banks'), as 
well as a variety of special govern- 
ment transactions. 

The overall balance thus tries to 
eliminate the distortion in the 
liquidity balance created by the 
huge borrowings of US. banks in 
the Eurodollar market through 
their foreign branches. 

In a strict sense, articles In the 
Fed bulletin do not constitute of- 
ficial statements of the seven-man 
Federal Reserve Board unless they 
are specifically designed as such. 

But the view clearly represented 
a consensus among senior staff of- 
ficials at the Fed, and as such 
should add to the pressure for the 
reform of the method of data pres- 
entation. 

This is not the first time the 
Fed has presented figures on the 
adjusted overall balance of pay- 
ments. It also did so last year, but 
in much milder terms.

WASHINGTON, May 4 (WP).— -Now that Pres- 
ident Nixon has widened the Indochinese war. 
all bets on economic conditions are off. 

One need only recall the early days of the 
Vietnam war, and especially the escalation of 
hostilities in 1965. Promises then were that ex- 
penditures would not rise very much— promises 
that are likely to be repeated now. 

But defense spending skyrocketed $13 bmion 
in fiscal 1967 and another $10 billion In fiscal 
1968, creating the massive deficit responsible for 
today's inflation. 

The simple fact about the new involvement 
In Cambodia Is that It too is an escalation, how- 
ever Mr. Nixon described it. 

Therefore, when the administration goes to 
Congress in mid-May— as it muse In connection 
with debt limit legislation— and lays out revised 
estimates for fiscal 1971 expenditures and receipts, 
it will have one of two choices: 

0 It can bring in a realistic budget, which 
would allow for major changes in the Southeast 
Asia situation and, with it, proposals for tax 
legislation to cover the contingency of greater 
spending. 

• Or. it can blithely assume that there are 
no changes necessary on the fiscal front to match 
the altered situation on the war front. 

More likely, there will be a papering- over of 
the potential costs, and whatever changes in the 
budget are announced will instead be a con- 
sequence of the declining economy which has 
reduced receipts, and pressures from Republicans 
in Congress to relax tight budget pressures which 
might cost GOP seats In November. 

The budget deficit figures Mr. Nixon announced 
on Feb. 1— $1.5 billion in fiscal 1970 and Sl-3 
billion in fiscal 1971— are already ancient history. 
Ben. Jacob Javits, R., N.Y., estimates the fiscal 
2970 deficit at $3 to $5 billion. In New York 
and on Capitol Hill, financial experts were es- 
timating — pre-Cambodia — that the fiscal 1971 
deficit would be $6 to $8 billion. One expert 
guesses the calendar 1970 red ink total at S6.5 
billion. 

Based on Troop Withdrawals 
The original fiscal 1971 budget shows a drop 
of S6 bfllion in projected defense spending. 
Thanks to Charles L. Schultze's fine analysis 
published by the Brookings Institution, we can 
see that the entire decline can be traced to the 
projected troop withdrawals. 

But as Murrey Marder of this newspaper has 
pointed out. the President’s Cambodia action is 
a concession that the Vletnamization program on 
which the troop withdrawals are based is not 
succeeding. 

If there is a delay in troop withdrawals, the 
real defense budget will go up in fiscal 1971. A 
bunching of withdrawals at the end of the fiscal 
year, for example, would cancel out perhapr half 
of the $6 billion saving. And if troop withdrawals 
were cancelled, which is certainly a possibility, 
not only would the defense budget for 1971 be 
in the ash can. but longcr-range considerations 
would not be pleasant to think about. 

Whatever Mr. Nixon does about facing up to 
the fiscal problems that may stem from his 
gamble, it will still be true that the United 
States is suffering from a bad hangover in terms 
of inflation. 


Against the hope that by this time the hang- 
over would be gone, business and labor are stffl 
out to get all that the traffic will bear. Any 
reader of these financial pages knows that there 
has been a rash of price increases over the past 
months, the latest offered by Bethlehem Steel- 
in the face of declining steel production. 

On the labor side, tough negotiations are 
ahead in many industries — for example, Walter 
Reuther is reported to be readying a record 
wage package in this year's auto industry 

bargaining. 

Inflation Still Not Curbed 
What we come down to is that Mr. Nixon's 
anti-inflation policy, relying exclusively on broad, 
classic monetary and fiscal tools, has succeeded 
in cooling the economy, but not in curbing In- 
flation. 

The beginnings of a small recession are at 
hand. Since Mr. Nixon’s election in 1968 the 
Dow Jones industrial index has plummeted. Mr. 
Nixon's response to the rapid declines of last 
week was: 

"Frankly, a I had any money, Td be buying 
stocks right now." 

That was an unhappy echo of meaningless 
similar assurance by John D. Rockefeller as 
the market crashed in 1929. 

It takes action, not presidential rhetoric, to in- 
still confidence In financial markets. Wall Street 
Is in a bearish mood because of the recession 
in the economy, and especially because of the 
uncertainties about our policies In Southeast 
Asia. 

Industrial production is down about 3 percent 
so far, and 1,000,000 more persons are out of 
work than was the case in February, 1969. 
Overtime hours — the source of much consumer 
spending for autos, TV sets, vacations, and other 
luxuries — are down sharply. So ire corporate 
profits. 

This is not yet the picture of a '-■erlous reces- 
sion. It is not the biggest downturn this country 
has ever experienced. But it is a recession of 
some dimension— not Just the "painful adjust- 
ment" that the administration prefers to call it. 

Moreover, all of the promises of easier raouey 
have not brought Interest rates down very much. 
Businessmen are more and more anxious to see 
the Federal Reserve System make good on its 
open commitment to a less restrictive money 
policy. 

But the budget deficit that seems to be gen- 
erating— and on top of that, the new Cambodian 
crisis— may make it impossible for Fed chair- 
man Arthur Burns to deliver everything he had 
planned 

Tue budget has gotten out of hand since early 
th?« year, in part because of a shortfall in 
revenues and In part because of fears that the 
economy might be slipping downhul faster than 
anticipated. The President's chief economic 
adviser. Paul W. McCracken, promised last week 
a better deal for those who could be patient; 
economic recovery— plus a reduction in infla- 
tionary pressures. 

But now comes Cambodia, and while no one 
can be sure at this point of the extent of the 
economic Impact, it seems clear that Mr. Mc- 
Cracken's assessment should be placed in the 
category of a pious hope, not a probable reality.

of dealing with IOS. but West' Ger- 
man banks 'were reported last 
week prepared to take over tbe 
management of the five funds IOS 
sells in that country.- About one 
third of the IOS-managed assets 
of $2.3 billion— and about one 
third of the ICS customers— axe 
in Germany. 

Increasingly anxious about the 
possible effects of a crash of IOS 
on the investment psychology of 
Germans, the Federal Supervisory 
Office for Banking and Credit Af- 
fairs in West Berlin has demanded 
a status report on the financial 
health of the company. 

Mende to Deliver Report 
This is to be delivered Wednes- 
day by Erich Mende. the former 
vice chancellor who is now director 
of the IOS German operations.

Society Genera le de Banque has just published its Annual Report which was 

presented to the shareholders at the General Meeting on 2Sth April 1970. 

Net profit for 1969 amounted to 952,500 million Belgian francs against 765,100 mil- 
lion Belgian francs in 1968. The dividend vras raised from 125 B.P. to 130 B.F. for 
existing shares and to 65 B.Fr for new shares. 

The capital was increased in 1969 to 4,200 million Belgian francs by creation or 
636,768 new shares nnrf incorporation of 58.2 million Belgian francs transferred from 
the free reserve. Long term resources were, on the other hand, increased by 1,500 
miiiinn Belgian fr ancs by the floating of a convertible and subordinated bond Issue. 

Total balance sheet as of 31st December 1969 amounted to 198.900 million Belgian 
francs against 169,500 million Belgian francs as of 31st December 1968. 

Deposits and bonds totalled 129,500 million Belgian francs, an increase of 12.800 
million, over the year. 

Credits of various kinds made available to the private sector totalled 85,200 mil- 
lion Belgian francs, while the facilities placed at the disposal of the government and 
government bodies totalled 63.700 million Belgian francs. 

Enhanced by the expansion of the world economy, the economic growth of Belgium 
exceeded all expectations. The growth rate of .the national grass product amounted 
to some 6 To in real terms, one of the highest rates in the past decade. 

The increasingly rapid pace of expansion of international trade, which has 
characterized the trend of last year, has enabled the bank to make a substan ti a l 
Increase in their dealings with foreign countries, particularly in foreign exchange 
operations and the financing of exports: these hit, in 1969. the record figure of 
503.000 million Belgian francs for the Belgian-Luxembourg Economic Union. 

The Bank concluded in 1969 a number of financing agreements for the export 
of industrial equipment to various countries. 

On the other hand, the bank’s participation in the financing Pool of Credit export 
amounts to 3.750 million Belgian francs. 

In short term financing of import/export transactions, acceptance credits arranged 
by the bank represented about 36% of the total amount of the Belgian Banking 
System. 

The action of the Bank on the international scene was given strong support from 
its affiliates abroad, the network of which covers the main financial places of the 
world, namely New York. London, Luxembourg. Geneva, Latin America, Par and 
Near East; those banks operate a total of 90 branches, in 13 countries. The number 
of foreign correspondents continued to grow. B al ances in accounts opened in their 
name or in their subsidiaries’ names totalled, as of 31st December 1969, 40.000 million 
Belgian francs, as compared with 28.000 million Belgian francs by the end of 1968. 

Tbe Bank, on the other hand, endeavoured to assist, to the fullest possible extent, 
foreign companies planning to invest in Belgium and participated quite actively in 
the management of its investment trusts: North American Funds •’NAP" A (yield) 
and B (growth.) and Valeurop, which specializes In investments in European Securities, 
mainly in the Common Market. 

Societe Generale de Banque increased its participation in Bondtrade, which 
is now among the first dealers in the European secondary market of International 
bonds. 

The Portfolio Management Department experienced further growth In number 1 
of investors, especially foreign investors, who increasingly call upon them for service 
or Information 

The year 1969. .which was characterized for Society Generale de Banque by an 
appreciable expansion of their resources, proved rewarding not only from the point . 
or view of profits, but also in view of the expansion and the promotion of their 
services to customers and foreign operations.

The recent death ol Albert 
Rose, the English expert, depriv- 
ed the world of intematlorml 
bridge of one of its most engag- 
ing personalities. 

One of the few true amateurs 
at the tpp of the international 
tree, he represented Britain In 
three world team championships 
and one world pair champion- 
ship. 

His best performance was In 
1960 in Turin, when the British 
team of which he was a member 
led throughout the World Team 
Olympia only to be overtaken 
by France in the final round. 
The diagramed deal was ployed 
on that occasion In a match 
against an American team. 

Rose held the South, cards, 
and overcalled with two spades 
after West had opened one dia- 
mond and had been raised to 
two diamonds. East pushed to 
three clubs, reluctant to seU out 
to two spades and knowing that 
his partner could return to 
three diamonds if he chose, and 
he did choose. 

The club bid on his right 
strengthened South's hand, and 
he continued to three spades. 
Perhaps expecting his partner to 
hold more than be did. West 
ventured a double. 

West led the diamond ace and 
shifted to the heart king. South 
won with the ace in. dummy and 
seized the opportunity to finesse 
the club queen. When this wen 
he played three blgn tramps, 
leaving West with a winner. He 
continued with his remaining 
diamond, forcing West to win 
with the king. 

West cashed his winning 
trump and played the heart 
queen. If South had ruffed, he 
would have been left with two

club losers and been down one 
trick.. But when he discarded 
a club West .was in trouble. 

He had only red cards re- 
maining — a situation that South 
had been able* to judge, from toe 
bidding and play— and dummy 
had. a winner in both suits. So 
South was able to win ■ in 
dummy and. discard his remain- 
ing dub loser, making his con-. 
tract 'for score of 530 points.

These qualitito though, are not 
Immediately apparent. The 
opening chapters, devoted to a 
'guided tour, a session on birth- 
control. ia doc trina blon, the tan- 
trums of a - Bombay Jazz band, 
emphasize toe 'quaint and the 
odd. They are the kind of pieces 
that any American travel writer 

with a generous expense account 
and a ten-day stay in a foreign 
country .'caz£ ' turn out by the 
yard The pieces sounded essen- 
. tially frivolous and a tone of 
feint amusement that 'suffuses 
the writin g does : not htip. 

A whole book, I thought, of 
more than 500 pages an that 
level could drive a man to 
crewelwork or organic garden- 
ing in his living room. But once 
the author reaches toe third 
part, the saertid festival- at 
.Allahabad (the ancient Praya- 
gal, the difficulties of organiz- 
ing it. Its meaning to ' the 
Hindus gnrf the disasters that 
have marged toe festival in the 
past. Mehta is on another and 
suptoinir wavelength. - - 

Though his tone throughout 
is neutral, in these chapters on 
various Indian religions he Is 
mare effective than a satirist 
could be in pointing out the 
enormous gulf between the lofty 
professions of a faith, the. lan- 
guage in which It is expressed 
and the very mundane. T7 ulg’ir - 
qualities of toe men and women 
who lead them. It is difficult, to 
locate, a divine spark tn these 
gurUS, these spiritual lights.

'The Americans have proposed 
that if the amendment Is not 
adopted, a seven-man committee 
should be set up to consider the 
future of the Davis Cup. The 
committee* would advise whether 
It should be opened to the profes- 
sionals or divided into two groups 
— one open and one for amateurs.!

If he was 
correct and really didn’t deserve 
it. the wrong may be righted alter 
he pays $ 10,000 to make his horse 
a supplementary entry in the 
Preakness a week from Saturday. 
Maybe somebody else will have 
the luck then, somebody like My 
Dad George, who may have been 
the best in the big Derby field. 

In suggesting this, there is no 
Intention of withholding credit 
from Dust Commander and the 
people responsible for his victory— 
Don Combs, the University of 
Kentucky dropout who nursed the 
colt along after Dust Commander 
bruised a foot last winter in Flo- 
rida. and Mike Manganello. the 
shaggy blond who rode him with 
faultless judgment. 

Combs is a 31-yen r-old from 
Lexington, Ky.. Just starting his 
third year on his own as a trainer, 
and nobody could have done a 
finer job of bringing a horse to his 
peak for a major race. He rested 
the colt for a month after the 
right forefoot was hurt, then took, 
him along at a deliberate pace 


swerved in on horses, then bounced 
out and slammed Silent Screen. 

Anyhow. Manganello steadied 
his mount along the rail and saved 
ground all the way. He was lucky 
to find openings inside. Midway 
in the last turn, he had to go 
around only one horse— the tiring 
Ranrho Lejos— and got through 
Inside the others. Els big move 
in the stretch took him outside 
George Lewis and My Dad George 
but inside Silent Screen, the leader 
at that point. 

"We got lucky.” Manganello said, 
nnd that's a good thing to be on 
the race track, as a philosopher 
named Dog Wagon noted some 
years ago when he was working 
as a groom for Jimmy Jones, then 
the trainer for Calumet Farm. 
Dog Wagon put the arm on Jimmy 
for betting money one morning 
and got a stem lecture on the 

evils of gambling. He was not im- 
pressed. 

"A man 
ought to have anyways one bet 
every day. else he might be walk- 
ing around lucky and not know 
it.” 

TO suggest that. Dust Com- 
mander's people were walking 
around lucky does not imply that 
the victory was undeserved.

If it does, It 
could make aU the difference, for 
this colt showed a lot of courage 
in the Derby. He had a rough 


trip, he was hit from behind by 
Holy Land, and still hung on 
tenaciously to be second. 

Silent Screen, who was cut up in 
the Flamingo and impeded in 3. 
traffic jam In the Wood Memorial, 
had another sample of the luck 
that has hounded him this year. 
(It must be the sophomore Jinx.) 
He was knocked off stride at the 
start and Johnny Rotz had to take 
something out of him to keep him 
in contention. Rotz wouldn't offer 
that as an excuse, though, saying 
the colt fell apart at the eighth 
pole. After the training setback 
caused by Injuries. Bowes Bond 
brought off something of a miracle 
just getting the horse to Kentucky, 
chances are he simply couldn't get 
enough bottom Into the colt. 

Lynn Stone, the new president 
of Churchill Downs, brought off 
something of a miracle, too. After 
a week of Intermittent thunder- 
storms and gloomy forecasts, he 
turned off the rain shortly after 
7 Rjn., turned on a bright sun and 
a delicious breeze, nnd made things 
comfortable for the huge crowd. 

Ever since the late Col. Matt 
Winn learned not to count, the 
Derby has drawn exactly 100.000 
customers every year. This year's 
100.000 were more numerous than 
some others. To one accustomed 
to an annual prowl through the 
renterfield. It seemed the crowd 
out there was the biggest and 
youngest ever.

Covent Gardeners 
Get Ready for 
300th Revel 


T ONDON. May 4 <APi.— The fruit. 
-*-* flower and vegetable traders of 
Covent Garden will eat, drink and be 
merry Saturday to celebrate the 300th 
anniversary of their cabbage patch in the 
heart, of London. 

Not even the prospect of the end of 
the Garden, scheduled in two years' time, 
will disturb the revels. 

Some 1,500 clerks. 800 salesmen and 350 
fruiterers and greengrocers will dance, 
drink, box each other, hold barrow races 
and watch Punch and Judy shows in 
the street- Brass bands will thump nut 
such fruity airs as "Yes, We Have No 
Bananas." 'Tve Got a Luverly Bunch or 
Coconuts" and ‘Tve Never, Never, Never 
Seen a Straight Banana." 

The celebration will mark the charter 
granted by Charles n setting- up this 
former garden of a now extinct convent 
as a fruit and vegetable market. Covent 
is a cockney version at the word 
■‘convent." 

Coup de Grace 

The Irony of the celebration win be 
that, just as royalty started Covent 
Garden, royalty will administer the coup - 
de grace. 

Prince Philip, husband of Queen 
Elizabeth n. will attend, make a speech 
and press a button. The button will 
remotely detonate a charge some three 
miles across the River Thames in Nine 
Elms to clear the ground for a new 
£30 million (S72 million* site far the 
market. 

Covent Garden handles 15 percent of 
the fruit and vegetables grown in Britain. 
It is cr amm ed Into six and a half acres 
just behind tbe Strand, within hailing 
distance of A dm. Nelson in Trafalgar 
Square. At Nine Elms it will have more 
than 64 acres all to Itself. 

The Garden comes to life at about

The normal closing time in London's 
pubs is ll pjn. 

There have been changes over the 
years, but huge trucks laden with 
cauliflowers or peaches or melons from 
Mediterranean lands still heave and 
grunt their way up the narrow network 
of old streets to the Garden. 

One of the great prewar sights of 
London — a Covent Garden porter balanc- 
ing up to 20 round baskets on his head— 
is never seen now. Tradition has given 
way to speed and produce is shifted in 
doUles. 

Traders are bypassing the market more 
and more because of its congestion. Thev 
can buy and sell more cheaply from 
ports and freight train depots. 

But ancient loyalties die hard and fears 
of the new complicate men's emotions. 

“It's tradition, 1 ' one of the stall owners 
argued passionately. “This is one cf 
London's tourist attractions, mate.” 

Like its produce, Covent Garden is 
something of a salad, with the dignified, 
neo-classical Royal Opera House knee- 
high in vegetables and Bow Street Mag- 
istrates Court just round the comer. 

The Garden began as a grandiose 
development designed by the great ar- 


chitect, Inigo Jones. Jons modeled it on 
a piazza at Leghorn, Italy, but the penny- 
pinching Earl of Bedford who owned 
the land cut out the frills. 

The place became dilapidated over the 
years and nobility moved oak The once 
grand houses became drinking dens, 
gambling halls and brothels. 

Now there are mostly warehouses and 
offices with some of the upper floors 
turned Into smart apartments. 

At Nine •Pirns , there will be automation, 
fork-lift trucks, multi-story parking lots 
and produce rolling up in freight trains. 
Modem equipment will do awav with 
the ancient hierarchy of the market that 
divided the porters into pitchers (the 
men who carried the produce in>, plain 
porters (who carried it out) and stand 
men (who worked In the warehouses or 
stalls). The hereditary system of a 
Covent Garden job being handed on 
from generation to generation will also 
end because less labor will be needed. . 

But as the bunting is being put up and 
tbe pubs stock up with oceans of beer for 
tbe party, the cockney Covent Gardener 
is still incredulous about moving. 

“When? Go cm, tell me when," one 
porter demanded. “ Once it was Cale- 
donian Road, then somewhere In Essex. 
Next time it will be China. Come back 
in ten years and we'll still be here, 
mate. You listen to me." 


“When my sister and I were 
growing up, she was made out 
to be the goody-goody one.

1 used to 
get appallingly upset, with 
no way of hitting back. I was 
an absolute wreck after some of 
the publicity, but luckily that's 
all over... Now I. could do 
pretty well anything, apart 
from tearing one's clothes off 
and jumping Into the fountains 
of Trafalgar Square — which I 
don't want to do...” Still, the 
bum rap persists. Quoted In 
the same article Is an unidenti- 
fied Lord Lieutenant who says: 
“There are very few invitations 
for [Mhrgaret] to come and 
open things because she Is un- 
popular.
